SCHOOL  ACTIVITIES 

“1409”  was  the  engraved  number  on 
the  pin  given  at  the  last  graduation 
prayer  service.  Better  check  yours 
and  be  reminded  that  our  numbers  are 
increasing. 

Do  you  know  our  school  is  now  34 
years  old? 

March  31st  climaxed  preliminary 
days  for  another  group  of  student 
nurses.  On  the  Monday  afternoon 
preceding,  a  school  tea  was  held  in 
their  honor.  The  reception  room  was 
a  scene  of  gay  colors  for  flowers  of 
every  hue  adorned  the  wearing  ap¬ 
parel.  Easter  lilies  lent  a  beautiful 
atmosphere.  Gay  chatting  and  music 
made  time  pass  swiftly.  Miss  Ayl- 
ward’s  sandwiches,  cakes,  candies  and 
nuts  were  very  popular. 

On  March  29th  at  8  P.M.  the  Pre¬ 
liminary  Capping  Service  was  held. 
Mrs.  Ada  R.  Crocker  was  the  speaker 
of  the  evening.  The  candle  service 
created  a  feeling  of  quiet  dignity  which 
was  entirely  fitting  with  the  adoption 
of  the  new  responsibility  which  asso¬ 
ciates  itself  with  the  acceptance  of  the 
official  bib  and  cap.  Many  parents 
and  friends  of  the  students  came  to 
witness  the  service. 

The  climax  of  the  week’s  events 
came  on  Tuesday  with  a  Concert  by 
the  Florence  Nightingale  Chorus.  The 
group  was  composed  of  fifty-seven 
members.  Mr.  Birch,  whose  name 
brings  back  to  many  of  us  our  singing 
experience  of  earlier  days,  had  every 
reason  to  be  proud  of  their  singine. 
The  girls  sang^  three  groups  of  num¬ 
bers.  Mention  must  be  made  of  our 
guest  artists.  Dr.  Verbruggen,  an 
able  celloist  with  three  members  of 
the  Chicago  Symphony  Orchestra  very 
beautifully  entertained  the  audience 
with  Borodine’s  “String  Quartet  in 
D  Major.”  Miss  Carlson,  physical 
education  instructor  for  the  Prelimin- 
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ary  students  the  past  two  years,  gave 
the  Hungarian  Gypsy  Solo  Dance. 
Palms  made  a  beautiful  stage  back¬ 
ground.  How  fine  it  would  have  been 
if  you  could  all  have  attended.

LATEST  NEWS  FROM  THE  FRONT! 

Perhaps  you  will  be  interested  in 
some  of  the  work  I  have  been  doing 
since  arriving  in  Henderson,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  on  January  26th. 

Miss  Anderson  and  Miss  Williams 
and  myself  were  sent  to  Henderson, 
Kentucky,  from  Evansville,  Indiana. 
We  were  taken  across  the  river  to¬ 
gether.  They  were  sent  to  the  Emer¬ 
gency  Hospital  at  Henderson  and  I 
was  taken  out  to  an  emergency  refugee 
camp.  The  camp  was  located  in  a 
consolidated  school  house  near  Spotts- 
ville,  Kentucky,  about  eleven  miles 
from  Henderson. 

Two  of  the  Henderson  County 
health  department  nurses  were  in 
charge.  One  of  them  returned  to 
town.  Most  of  the  people  had  been 
rescued,  only  one  boat  load  was 
brought  in  after  my  arrival.  There 
were  over  seven  hundred  refugees  in 
the  school  that  was  built  for  three 
hundred  students. 

We  tried  to  make  rounds  the  first 
evening  with  little  success  for  the  peo- 
'ple  were  sleeping  everywhere,  many  on 
the  bare  cement  floor.  The  few  min¬ 
utes  we  slept  that  night  were  spent  on 
top  of  a  school  desk  without  a  blanket. 

The  following  day  many  of  the 
refugees  were  transferred  to  Hender¬ 
son.  Some  blankets,  comforts,  etc. 
were  sent  in  by  the  local  people.  It 
was  about  three  weeks  before  the  ar¬ 
rival  of  the  army  cots  and  blankets, 
because  of  the  difficulty  in  transporta¬ 
tion.  In  the  mean  time  the  people 
slept  on  the  available  cots,  floor  with 
one  blanket,  or  on  top  of  desks. 

After  the  people  were  all  rescued 
they  began  to  bring  in  the  live  stock. 
Many  of  the  cattle  and  horses  had  been 
in  the  water  with  only  their  heads  out 
for  hours.  A  lot  of  these  had  to  be 
killed  for  they  were  too  weak  to  stand 
when  loaded  into  the  boats,  and  would 
tumble  over  into  the  water.  In  one 
barn  eighty-five  cattle  were  found, 
after  the  water  went  down. 

There  was  one  room  set  aside  in  the 
sohool  house  for  refugees  who  were 
ill.  If  they  were  extremely  ill,  they 
were  sent  into  the  emergency  hospital 
at  Henderson.  We  held  clinics  twice 
a  day,  when  anyone  with  anything 
wrong  with  them  could  come  up  for 
treatment,  such  as  sorethroats,  treating 
patients  with  impetigo,  dressing 
wounds  etc.  Anytime  day  or  night, 
we  took  care  of  emergency  cases,  using 
our  own  judgment  many  times  as  to 
whether  or  not  to  send  them  into  the 
hospital. 

Many  humorous  incidents  happened. 
One  young  boy  came  up,  he  said, 


“Nurse  will  you  oil  my  tonsils.”  An¬ 
other  patient,  very  ill,  apparently  with 
pneumonia  would  not  leave  his  room, 
a  room  where  several  families  were 
living  together.  Miss  Zanene,  the 
other  nurse  told  him  and  his  wife  that 
he  would  have  to  go  to  the  hospital. 
They  have  a  terrible  horror  of  hospi¬ 
tals.  As  Miss  Zanene  went  to  call  the 
ambulance,  Mrs.  M  said,  “She  is  gone 
to  call  the  ambulance,  to  take  you  to 
the  hospital,  to  finish  you  up,”  in  a 
pitiful  way.  Then  all  of  a  sudden  she 
said,  “Get  your  breeches  on  Pap  and 
get  ready  to  fight.”  He  went  to  the 
hospital,  was  very  sick  for  several  days 
with  pneumonia.  Now  the  family  think 
it  was  the  best  thing  that  happened 
and  Mr.  M.  thinks  the  hospital  the 
only  place  when  one  is  ill.  It  seems 
to  me  that  most  of  the  people  from 
the  Green  River  bottoms  feel  much 
different  toward  nurses  than  they  did 
when  they  were  first  brought  into 
camp. 

We  also  made  sanitary  inspections 
of  the  camp  about  every  two  hours. 
This  included  proper  treatment  of  the 
drinking  water,  the  inspection  of  the 
dish  washing,  the  serving  of  the  food, 
and  last  of  all  keeping  the  place  clean. 
We  had  no  running  wrater,  at  first  they 
dipped  the  water  from  cisterns,  later 
sanitary  pumps  were  used.  Though 
they  had  sanitary  privies,  it  was  quite 
a  problem  to  see  that  they  were  kept 
clean.  It  was  difficult  to  teach  the 
refugees  the  value  of  fresh  air  and  the 
importance  of  keeping  the  windows 
open.  They  felt  they  would  be  certain 
to  catch  cold  if  they  slept  in  a  room 
with  the  windows  open. 

Many  of  the  children  w’ere  nursing, 
though  they  were  two,  three  and  even 
four  years  old.  Quite  a  number  of 
these  were  weaned  in  camp.  We  had 
a  place  set  up  for  the  mothers  to  bathe 
all  the  children  under  five  years  old, 
daily.  We  also  gave  all  of  these  chil¬ 
dren  prune  juice,  cereal,  tomato  juice 
and  boiled  water  at  various  times  dur¬ 
ing  the  day.  One  of  the  mothers  who 
insisted  that  her  baby  would  not  drink 
prune  juice  was  at  first  made  to  bring 
her  baby  up,  later  we  could  hardly 
keep  her  out  of  the  hospital  room. 
One  day  she  came  up  and  sat  down 
with  a  blank  expression  on  her  face. 
We  asked  her  what  we  could  do  for 
her.  She  said,  “Want  some  prune 
juice,  my  baby,  he  ain’t  been  prune- 
juiced  all  day.” 

Besides  our  work  with  the  sanita¬ 
tion  and  health  of  the  people  in  the 
camp  we  gave  hundreds  of  typhoid  in- 
noculations  for  typhoid  fever  and  small 
pox  vaccinations,  both  in  the  camp 
and  to  the  people  up  and  down  Green 
River.  From  coast  guard,  steam  and 
out  board  motor  boat  men,  to  people 
living  on  coal  barges,  in  house  boats 
and  to  men  staying  in  the  flooded 
homes  to  care  for  stock.  The  day  be¬ 
fore  the  crest  came  we  were  out  on  a 
coast  guard  boat,  it  became  very  dark 
all  of  a  sudden  and  we  lost  our  way. 
A  light  was  shining  in  the  distance, 
so  we  went  toward  the  light,  which 
proved  to  be  coming  from  the  Catholic 
school  at  Reed,  where  men  were  stay- 
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ing  on  the  second  floor.  We  climbed 
out  into  some  row  boats  that  were  tied 
to  the  steps  leading  to  the  second  floor 
and  on  up  the  steps  to  the  second 
floor.  The  pilot  of  our  boat  received 
the  necessary  information  to  return  to 
camp.  On  our  way  back  we  passed 
over  the  tops  of  a  couple  of  cars  and  a 
truck  that  night  which  were  supposed¬ 
ly  on  high  ground.  We  also  went 
right  over  a  cemetery.  It  seems  mighty 
strange  now  to  drive  a  car  over  this 
same  area,  where  a  few  weeks  ago 
there  was  twenty — thirty  feet  of  water. 
I  do  not  believe  ANYONE  NOT 
HAVING  SEEN  FOR  THEM¬ 
SELVES  CAN  VISUALIZE  HOW 
THINGS  WERE. 

Since  the  last  camp  closed  here  in 
Henderson  county,  I  have  been  doing 
visiting  nursing  in  the  homes  of  the 
refugees  where  there  is  illness.  They 
have  a  very  good  health  department 
here,  which  helps  the  work  immensely. 
We  have  a  variety  of  cases.  We  have 
had  seven  home  accidents  such  as  run¬ 
ning  nails  in  feet  and  old  bedspring 
wires  in  hands,  within  the  past  few 
weeks.  All  these  were  given  tetanus 
anti-toxin.  We  cooperate  with  the 
health  department  and  also  their  pri¬ 
vate  physicians.  We  have  had  a  cou¬ 
ple  of  patients  with  pneumonia,  one 
with  malaria,  several  children  with 
otitis  media,  several  with  sore  eyes, 
four  of  whom  had  trachoma.  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  being  made  to  have  the  four 
with  trachoma  taken  to  the  trachoma 
hospital  at  Richmond,  Kentucky.  This 
is  also  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
health  department.  There  are  four 
new  babies  on  my  list  of  calls,  two  of 
these  are  colored.  One  of  the  others 
is  a  premature  weighing  a  little  over 
four  pounds  and  is  about  three  weeks 
old.  It  continues  to  do  nicely.  The 
mother  of  the  premature  has  cooperat¬ 
ed  wonderfully  well,  even  to  having  a 
wasserman  taken,  since  she  gives  a 
history  of  several  premature  labors. 
She  wants  to  do  everything  possible  to 
have  better  health. 

It  probablv  will  seem  strange  to  you. 
but  many  of  the  young  people  as  well 
as  the  older  ones  have  not  progressed 
any  further  than  the  third  or  fourth 
grade  in  school.  They  cannot  read  or 
write  very  much  in  some  parts  of  the 
county.  Henderson,  itself  is  a  very 
progressive  little  city^.  Most  of  the 
farm  land  is  in  the  hands  of  a  very 
few  people.  The  rest  do  not  seem  to 
have  much  ambition.  However  they 
are  repairing  their  homes,  such  as  they 
are,  and  looking  forward  to  summer. 
I  do  not  believe  the  people  in  the  north 
would  be  so  optimistic  under  similar 
circumstances,  with  the  prophecy  of 
another  flood  later  this  spring. 

The  country  here  is  beautiful  now, 
with  fruit  trees  budding,  the  other 
trees  beginning  to  have  green  leaves 
on  them  and  the  hill  tops  green  with 
grass.  There  are  jonquils  in  every 
yard  no  matter  how  poor  the  home.

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On  the  first  and  second  of  April  a 
Nursing  Institute  was  sponsored  by 
the  Private  Duty  Nursing  Section  of 
the  First  District  of  Illinois  State 
Nurses’  Association.  Many  of  you 
were  present  and  know  the  inspiration 
received  from  these  fine  meetings. 

St.  Luke’s  Hospital  was  the  gather¬ 
ing  place  on  the  first  day  while  meet¬ 
ings  were  held  at  Michael  Reese  Hos¬ 
pital  the  second  day.  Individuals  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  fine  receptions  given 
at  both  places  deserve  much  credit. 

It  is  impossible  to  mention  all  things 
worth  commenting  upon.  All  was 
good.  The  following  program  was 
carried  out. 

April  1st — Morning  Session

MISS  COON’S  REPORT  ON  THE  IN¬ 
TERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF 

NURSES,  LONDON  ENGLAND 

Before  a  group  of  3500  nurses  from 
37  countries,  the  eighth  Quadrennial 
International  Congress  of  Nurses  was 
opened  in  the  Central  Hall,  Westmin¬ 
ster,  London,  by  Her  Royal  Highness 
the  Princess  Royal.  The  Great  Hall 
was  spectacular  with  its  display  of 
flags  from  the  37  countries  represented, 
including  the  German  Swastika.  Neith¬ 
er  the  Italian  nor  the  Spanish  flags 
were  displayed.  Dame  Alicia  Lloyd 
Still  (Great  Britain)  President  of  the 
Congress  presided  at  the  opening  meet¬ 
ing. 

The  International  Congress  of 
Nurses,  which  was  founded  on  the 
initiative  of  Mrs.  Bedford  Fenwick  of 
Great  Britain  in  London  in  1899,  was 
in  session  from  Monday,  July  19th 
through  Saturday,  July  24th.  The  offi¬ 
cial  languages  of  the  meetings  were 
English,  French  and  German.  The  list 
of  Patrons  which  included  the  Ambas¬ 
sadors  and  Ministers  from  the  coun¬ 
tries  represented,  was  headed  by  His 
Majesty  the  King  and  Her  Majesty  the 
Queen  of  England. 

Preceding  the  official  opening,  on 
Sunday,  July  18th  a  Special  service  at 
St.  Paul’s  Cathedral  was  held  for  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Congress.  His  Grace  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  delivered 
the  address. 

The  Congress  Programme  consisted 
of  four  sections,  namely, 

1.  Nursing  Education 

2.  The  Nursing  Profession 

3.  Public  Health  Nursing 

4.  Nursing  Problems 

Each  section  in  turn  was  composed  of 
a  number  of  sessions — each  presided 
over  by  a  Chairman,  representing  one 


country;  a  series  of  Speakers  from  dif¬ 
ferent  countries;  and  still  another  lead¬ 
ing  in  the  discussion.  Every  paper 
presented  was  translated  into  the  two 
remaining  official  languages.  One  felt 
most  inadequate,  sitting  thru  a  series 
of  papers  translated  oftentimes  by  the 
one  presenting  the  original  paper,  into 
the  two  other  tongues. 

We  of  America  have  much  more  to 
be  grateful  for  than  we  realize.  The 
Nursing  profession  in  many  countries 
has  to  fight  hampering  tradition,  con¬ 
servatism,  and  prejudices.  The  pro¬ 
fession  is  not  understood  as  a  respect¬ 
able  one  in  some  countries,  therefore 
young  women  without  the  necessary 
moral  conscience,  frequently  become 
recruits.  In  South  Africa  the  poor 
white  problem,  the  lack  of  water  for 
hygienic  purposes,  the  continual  fear 
of  the  Western  Methods  of  Education 
among  the  natives,  must  be  contended 
with.  Imagine  only  70  Registered 
Nurses  to  care  for  7^4  million  people! 
In  India,  because  of  the  early  marriage 
laws,  the  only  nursing  students,  are 
those  young  girls  who  have  emancipat¬ 
ed  themselves  by  divorce,  or  become 
widows.  In  China  the  picture  is  a 
brighter  one.  The  Minister  of  Educa¬ 
tion  in  China,  has  laid  down  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  Nursing  Education,  to  be 
raised  to  follow  the  trend  of  Modern 
Medicine  in  China.  In  England  we 
have  the  8  hour  day  an  ideal  rather 
than  an  actuality,  while  in  Australia 
the  8  hour  day  has  become  a  law.  In 
Belgium  and  in  Denmark  8  and  10 
hour  duty  is  prevalent.  Each  country 
has  its  particular  problems,  and  we 
came  away  very  much  aware  of  the 
truth  Florence  Nightingale  spoke  when 
she  said — “For  us  who  nurse,  our  nurs¬ 
ing  is  a  thing  which  unless  in  it  we 
are  making  progress  every  year,  every 
month,  every  week,  take  my  word  for 
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it,  we  are  going  backward.  To  nurse 
is  a  field,  a  road  of  which  one  may 
safely  say,  there  is  no  end — no  end  in 
what  we  may  be  learning  every  day.” 

And  now  you  must  have  a  glimpse 
of  London  when  she  is  gay,  with  her 
many  garden  parties,  receptions  and 
teas.  The  most  impressive  garden 
party  was  of  course  the  one  on  the 
lawn  of  Buckingham  Palace.  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  and  Her 
Majesty  Queen  Mary  received  the 
Members  of  the  Grand  Council  of  the 
I.C.N.  at  tea  on  Tuesday,  July  20th. 
Glowing  reports  of  their  Majesties  gra¬ 
cious  reception  are  told  us.  Mrs.  Alma 
Ham  Scott,  one  of  our  own  graduates 
has  carefully  laid  away  in  tissue  paper, 
the  white  kid  gloves  she  wore  that 
afternoon,  for  she  had  held  the  hand 
of  two  famous  Queens! 

At  the  Palace  of  Westminster  an¬ 
other  reception,  by  the  Lord  Great 
Chamberlain,  the  Earl  of  Ancaster. 
We  were  invited  to  come  dressed 
formally  “with  decorations” — here  we 
saw  the  famous  House  of  Lords, 
House  of  Commons,  and  stood  on  the 
very  ground  many  of  Englands  famous 
men  had  stood! 

A  visit  to  the  Florence  Nightingale 
International  House  at  15  Manchester 
Square,  and  then  to  garden  party  on 
the  lawn  of  Guys’  Hospital — with  an 
escorted  tour  of  the  Hospital.  Not  to 
mention  the  beautiful  pageant  which 
was  held  at  the  New  Scala  Theatre — 
“A  History  of  Nursing  Pageant,”  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  Sister  Tutor  section  of 
the  College  of  Nursing. 

On  Wednesday  evening  the  21st  of 
July,  the  Great  Hall  was  again  the 
scene  of  an  inspiring  gathering.  Many 
countries  came  dressed  in  native  cos¬ 
tume,  to  welcome  into  the  Congress 
three  new  members — Australia,  Rou- 
mania  and  Switzerland.  While  the 
Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  Band  play¬ 
ed  the  National  Anthem  of  each  coun¬ 
try,  the  nurse  representing  her  country, 
marched  across  the  platform  carrying 
her  flag.  As  a  fitting  climax  to  this 
meeting  Sir  George  Newman  delivered 
the  Florence  Nightingale  Oration. 

Preceding  the  final  social  function  of 
the  Week,  a  reception  at  the  beautiful 
Guildhall,  by  the  Lord  Mayor  and 
Lady  Mayoress  of  London;  we  were 
happy  to  learn  that  in  1941  the  Inter¬ 
national  Congress  will  meet  in  the 
United  States  of  America.  Our  new 
President  is  Miss  Effie  J.  Taylor,  Dean 
of  the  Yale  University  School  of  Nurs¬ 
ing. 

The  writer  thanks  the  Alumnae  As¬ 
sociation  whole  heartedly  for  the  privi¬ 
lege  she  experienced  in  representing 
the  group  at  such  an  unusual  Congress. 
It  was  with  a  great  amount  of  pride 
she  announced  herself  from  “The 
United  States  representing  the  Alum¬ 
nae  Association  of  Presbyterian  Hospi¬ 
tal,  Chicago.”

Miss  Emma  S.  Hellekson  Grey  who 
has  an  appointment  in  the  Indian  Ser¬ 
vice  through  the  Civil  Service  Commis¬ 
sion  gives  us  this  interesting  informa¬ 
tion: 

“I  have  been  in  the  Indian  Service 
here  since  November,  1935,  and  like 
the  work  very  much.  I  received  my 
Public  Health  Certificate  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Washington  shortly  before 
accepting  this  position,  and  expect  to 
continue  in  the  field  of  public  health. 
Indian  Service  work  in  Alaska  is  not 
as  far  advanced  as  it  is  in  the  States, 
but  it  is  improving.  We  have  over 
eight  hundred  Indians  here,  with  only 
one  field  nurse,  no  Indian  hospital  and 
only  a  part  time  doctor.  My  greatest 
problems  are  tuberculosis,  syphilis  and 
liquor.  About  fifty  percent  of  all 
deaths  are  from  tuberculosis,  and  syph¬ 
ilis  takes  the  next  largest  toll.  It  is 
very  difficult  to  isolate  a  tuberculosis 
patient  in  the  home  when  large  fami¬ 
lies  are  crowded  together  in  one  or  two 
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rooms,  and  when  the  germ  theory  of 
disease  is  not  comprehended.  Like¬ 
wise,  it  is  hard  to  combat  syphilis 
amongst  the  Indians  because  so  many 
races  and  nationalities  are  living  in 
close  association  in  the  congested  area 
of  “Indian  Town”  and  unless  other 
health  agencies  cooperate  to  eliminate 
the  venereal  diseases  from  the  other 
races,  we  cannot  do  much  in  that  line 
with  the  Indians.  We  hope  that  the 
Territorial  Board  of  Health  will  give 
us  a  hand  in  this  task.  These  Indians 
are  not  wards  of  the  government  like 
the  States  Indians  are,  but  enjoy  full 
privileges  of  citizenship,  hence  liquor 
is  sold  to  them  without  restrictions. 
It  is  fast  devitalizing  and  demoralizing 
them.  There  is  much  work  to  do  here, 
and  it  is  a  challenge  which  cannot  go 
unmet.”
